tidla tkut the General Government Imd 
given thirty days' time to the Sttito of New

service, will bo credited on tho quota of the 
State." 


If, therefore, towns, citien or counties in 


this state dggirc to avoid conscription, or 
to reduce their quotas by volunteering, they 
may proceed to furnish volunteers for three 
years or during the war, and will receive 
credit for them. These volunteers may en- 
list in Wisconsin regiments in tho field or 
in the battalion of h'iavy artillery now bo- 
ing recruited. 
J have not yet been advised 


of the number of men required from Wjs- 
cousin, or from any district, and whether 
new regiments can be organized. 


In another communication from the pro- 


vost marshal general concerning the as- 
signment of quotas to towns, he says : 
" Your letter of the 25th inst. has been 


received. 
" When the quotas of the several districts 


of Wisconsin are calculated, the excess or 
deficiency of truupt furnished by each dis- 
trict under the calls of 18(11 and 18G2 will 
be considered, and duo credit given, but in 
regard to assigning quotas to particular 
townH or localities, there are no sullLatnt 
data upon which to make the necessary cal- 
culations. 
" Tho statement furnished to Col. Lovel! 


by tho adjutant general of Wisconsin und 
by him scut to this ollice, give-i only a por- 
tion of lilt; iiuiii fiu r claimed to have been 
furnished, lo particular towns. For example 
in the sttatcinurit relurred to, the lot con- 
gressional district is represented to have 
furnished lf>4 men cnliMied siuco the en- 
rolment of 18f>2, of which only 77 are as- 
signed to towns, the reiiKumng 87 being 
reported as persons who-»e exact residence 
cannot be ascertained." 
" It is therefore impossible to calculate 


the quotas to be furnishc'l under the present 
enrollment in any other way than b> inking 
the number en rolled in 'ho whole Oongrt-s- 
Bional district as a basm and allowing credit 
for ai,y surplus whi(.h may have bdt-n 
fur 


niched by that (Jiotrict undi-r furmir calls. 
This will be done, and if it shall he ton mi, 
after quoias have been thus a^riitr'n-d, that 
any particular town has actually hirniihcd 
a surplus of men over its previous quotas, 
a number of thone druU^-d i-quul to Ibis 
surplus will b« dint-hinged." 


" The only means of ascertaining wheth- 


er a town has actually iuriiialuil an (-xt-tos 
will be to have a 1>«1 oi the names ol nil 
the men furnished by the town cl.unnng an 
excefls prepared, and compared with the 
names of all men from thai town actually 
mustered into the service of the UniUd 
States, and borne upon the muster in rolls 
on file in tbo office of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the army. 


"Thia will show how many men from a 


town have been actually furnished, wlnlo 
the tables giving numbem claimed to huvo 
been 
furnished differ so much from tho 


number:) known to have been mustered in- 
to the United Slates hervice, that no ju.st 
conclusion can be arrived at from them.' 


Uud-r these circumstances, t would ad- 


vise and request that the people of each 
town, or ward uf a city or village, appoint 
at once a committee to prepare a complete 
list of all men that have volunteered from 
riuch town or wards, as they muy be ready 
with the required evidence. These lis;8 
should be very carefully made, giving ac- 
curately the imtno of tho soldier and thu 
company and regiment in which he enlist- 
ed, and not containing tho name of any 
one who was not, when he enlisted, an 
actual resident of such town or ward, for, 
if inaccurate, such a list may bo entirely 
rejected.

To the Peoplelof Wisconsin: 


On finding a report in the public jour- 


nals that the General Government had 
given thirty days' time to the State of New 
Jersey, before enforcement of the draft | 
therein, in order to acable the people to j 
raise their quota of troops by the volun- 
teer system, I applied to the Secretary of 
War for the same privilege for Wisconsin, 
and have received tho following reply: 


"Tha preparations for the draft in New 


Jersey are uotyet completed, and the Gov- 
ernor of that State is permitted to continue 
the enlistment of troops by volunteering 
until the draft takes place, when the State 
will be credited with the_ men thus raised. 
" The case is similar in Wisconsin ; the 


preparations there, also, are, . not comple- 
ted. 
Yon :can, therefore, proceed with .the 


enlistment of volunteers until the draft is 
ordered; and the troops so raised-and re- 
ported to the Adjutant 'General of the 
Army, as mustered into the United States 
service, will be credited on the quota of the 
State." 
- If, therefore, towns, cities or counties in 
this state desire to avoid conscription, or 
to reduce their quotas by volunteering, they 
may proceed to fnrnish volunteers for three 
years or during the war, and will receive 
credit for them. These volunteers may en- 
list in Wisconsin regiments in tho field or 
in the battalion of h<;avy artillery now be- 
ing recruited. I have not yet been advised 
of the number of men required from Wis- 
consin, or from any district, and whether 
new regiments can be organized, 


In another communication from the pro- 


vost marshal general concerning the as- 
signment of quotas to towns, he says : 
" Your letter of the 25th inst. hao been 


received. 
" When the quotas of the several districts 


of Wisconsin are calculated, the excess or 
deficiency of troops furnished by each dis- 
trict under the culls of 18(U and ISQ^.will 
be considered, aud due credit given, but in 
regard to assigning quotas to particular 
towns or localities, thurb are no sufficient 
data upon which to make the necessary cal- 
culations. 
" The statement furnished to Col. Lovell 


by the adjutant general of Wisconsin and 
by him sent to this office, gives only a por- 
tion of the number claimed to have been 
furnished, to particular towns. For example 
in the statement referred to, the 1st con- 
gressional district is represented to have 
furnished 164 men enlisted since the en- 
rolment of 18G2, of which only 77 are as- 
signed to towns, the remaining 87 btiug 
reported as persons whose exact residence 
cannot be ascertained." 


" It is therefore impossible to calculate 


the quotas to be furnished under the present 
enrollment in any other way than by taking

i to tho United Slates service, .that no just 
conclusion cun be arrived at from them.1' 


Under these circumstances, i would ad- 


vise and request that the people of each 
town. Or ward of a city_or village, appoint 
at once a committee to prepare a complete 
list of all men that have' volunteered from 
such town or wards, ae they may be ready 
with the required evidence. These lists 
should bo very carefully made, giving 'ac- 
curately the name of the soldier aud the 
company and regiment in which h'e enlist- 
ed, and not containing the name of any 
one who waa not, when he enlisted,, an 
actual resident of such town or ward, for, 
if inaccurate, such a list may be entirely 
rejected.

The uubjeL't of applying steam power for 


tho transportation of freight over common 
turnpike ronda acrosa the plains has, for 
several years, been the theme of atudy by 
various energetic and progressive parties. 
Tho progress of the various experiments iu 
appropriate machinery havw not been gen- 
erally known to the public, and on visiting 
Nebraska City u few days since, we were 
surprised to find a large locomotive, sent 
out from Now York for the experiment. 


The machine mentioned, being the first 


one built, in propelled by four engines of 
ten borne power each. The cylinders are 
oseilhiting and connect with shafts, upon 
which are pinions of twelve inches in diame- 
ter, which more upon and give motion to 
whuela, ttbont aix feet in diameter, which 
are attached to tbe inside of the spokes of 
the driving wheels. Tho drivers are fen 
feftt in diameter, made of boiler irou, and 
havo a trc-ii'l of eighteen inches. 


Tim wagon will carry wood and water 


biifiicient for iv four bourn' run. 
It con- 


sumes one cord ptreight hours. The handa 
required to run the fcteam wagon are an en- 
giwtr, fireman ani pilot, 


ft is proved to be capable of drawing 


eight tona of freight up a grade of six 
hundred feet to the mile. The heaviest 
railroad over which an engine has ever 
paased ia three hundred and fifty rise to the 
mile. The trcadwheuls are ridged to pre- 
vent slipping, und the irmchino u capable 
of being stopped or holding its train on 
any Krmle.

The subject of applying'steain power for 


the transportation of freight over common 
turnpike roads across the. plains has, for 
several years, been the theme of study by 
various energetic nnd progressive parties. 
The progress of the various experiments in 
appropriate machinery have not been gen- 
erally known to the public, and on visiting 
Nebraska City a few days since, _ we were 
surprised to find a large locomotive, seat 
out from New York for the.experiment. 


Tbe machine mentioned, being the firat 


one built, ia propelled by four engines of 
ten horse power each. 
The cylinders ore 


oscillating and connect with shafts, upon 
which are pinions of twelveinches in diame- 
ter, which more upon and give motion to 
wheels, about six feet in diameter, which 
are ait.iched to the inside of the spokes of 
the driving wheels.- The drivers, are ten 
feet ia diameter, made of boiler iron, and 


ve a tread of eighteen inches. 
The wajzon will Carry .wood and water 


sufficient for a four hours' ran., It con- 
sumes one fcord per eight hours. The hands 
required to run the Eteam wagon are an en- 
gineer, fireman and pilot, 


It is proved ' to be capable of drawing 


sight tons of freight up a grade of six 
hundred feet to the mile. The heaviest 
railroad over which an engine has ever 
passed is three hundred and fifty rise to the 
mile. The treadwheels are ridged to pre; 
vent slipping, and the machine ia capable 
of being stopped or holding its train on 
any grade. 


The success of this mechanical produc- 


tion has led to the commencement of a 
road from Nebraska City to Denver. 
It is 


already finished through Otoe county, the 
one in which Nebraska City is loea'ted.— 
Through that "country the road has cost 
$'J,000, including sixteen bridges, and it is 
estimated that the entire route to Denver 
will cost but $10,000.
